A county-wide meeting of Farm 
Bureau members and friends was 
held in Devine Monday night, 
Dec. 12, when farmers heard J. 
A. Gray, Extension Sheep and 
Goat Specialist, speak on “How to 
Fit the Sheep and Goat Industry 
Into the Farm Program for Me­ 
dina County”. 
Gray especially stressed the 
benefits to be gained through se­ 
lection of fine-wool breeding types 
of sheep, such as Ramboullet, or 
a cross between Delaine and Mor­ 
eno breeds. For the average far­ 
mer he explained that most mon­ 
ey could be made on non-regis- 
tered sheep. This could be ac­ 
complished by careful attention to 
the lamb increase (striving for 
IOO percent lamb crop), a n d 
through the proper buying and 
marketing methods Gray pointed 
out that due to the location of 
Medina County, the farmers in 
this area should be able to buy 
and market sheep and goats at a 
profit through the Del Rio, Uval­ 


de, 
and 
San Antonio 
markets, 
providing they buy ewes in Aug­ 
ust and sell in May. 
Marcellus Garrison gave a re­ 
port on the State Convention held 
in Ft. Worth Last month. He re­ 
ported much interest is being 
shown in the Brucellosis Eradica­ 
tion Program. This disease com­ 
monly thought to be prevalent in 
cattle alone, he stated, is fo'und in 
sheep, goats, and swine under 
different names. 
Farmers 
and 
ranchmen were reminded that if 
Brucellosis is not stamped out by 
1959 the Federal Government will 
then institute a program whereby 
individual farm herds will be 
compulsory tested, and measures 
will be taken to dispose of in­ 
fected animals. 
It was noted that the state 
Farm Bureau membership has 
increased by 10,000. The national 
membership is now 1,623,222. This 
is 13,761 more than at the end 
of the 1954 fiscal year.

Many operators of farms and 
ranches have a social security 
responsibility to 
meet 
for the 
first time in January. These are 
employers of farm or ranch labor 
who heretofore have not been re­ 
quired to report wages paid to 
hired help or pay social security 
taxes on those wages because 
their employees did not meet the 
regularity-of-work test which ap­ 
plied to farm labor before 1955. 
The 1954 changes in the social 
security law did away with that 
test and substituted another one 
whereby the work of most farm 
and ranch employees started to 
count toward old-age and survi­ 
vors insurance protection begin­ 
ning with January I, 1955. Any 
farm or ranch operator who paid 
$100 or more cash wages to an 
agricultural employee in 1955 is 
required to report all cash wages 
paid the employee up to $4200 in 
the year 
and 
pay the 
social 
security tax on or before January 
31, 1956. 
The social security tax on ag-

ricultural employees’ wages is 4 
percent. If a self-employed farm­ 
er or rancher had more than one 
agricultural employee in 1955, the 
$100 cash wages test applies sep­ 
arately to each of them. The law 
provides for the employers shar­ 
ing of the social security tax 
with his employee. He may have 
takeh the em ployee’s s h a r e 
(2 percent) out of his wages each 
time he paid him during 1955. Or 
he may have waited until the 
cash wages paid to the employee 
totaled $100. 
Or he may have failed to de­ 
duct any amount at all from his 
cash wages. In any event, the 
social security tax must be paid. 
This is the farm or ranch opera­ 
tor^ responsibility and he must 
meet it on or before the last day 
in January. 
For reporting wages paid to 
farm or ranch 
employees 
and 
paying the social security tax, 
farm and ranch operators should 
use Form 943 “Employer’s Tax 
and Information Return for Agri­ 
cultural Employees.” If you are 
such an operator, and a copy of 
this form has not been mailed to 
you. or you have lost it, you can 
obtain a form from anv Internal 
Revenue Service district office.

Among them were Louis Hur­ 
tling, Frederic!! 
Folk, Charles 
Martin and many others who had 
thrilling experiences in the early j 
days, but like 
Mr. 
Hartman,! 
they were too modest to give to 
posterity their early experiences. 


Mr. Hartman was interviewed 
by Mr. Sowell at a May Fest 
Singing Verien of the New Foun­ 
tain Methodist Church. He was 
somewhat reluctant in giving his 
story, saying that it would not 
interest anybody and advising to 
look for older people with more 
experiences and adventures. Be­ 
ing persuaded by h i s friends, 
he finally consented to narrate 
his story of one 
of the 
most 
desperate encounters 
with 
the 
Indians ever experienced by the 
most alert and 
famous 
Indian 
fighters of Texs. It is really mar­ 
velous how he managed to sur­ 
vive to give posterity this story 
of the thrilling event of his life. 


He was an 
adventurer from 
Schaumburg Lipe and settled in 
the 
Vanderberg 
C o I o n y, 
a part of Quihi, in 1860. 
His 
voyage to Texas was made in 
a sailing vessel named Wesser. 
The ocean was turbulent and at 
times it seemed as if all were 
lost, but fate let the vessel har­ 
bor at Galveston. From there he 
managed to reach 
the Castro­ 
ville 
Colony 
and 
from 
there 
wended his way to 
the 
Quihi 
and Vandenberg colonies. 


He became one of the tried 
and true trail drivers to Kansas, 
but he left the trail, moved north, 
settling on the Guadalupe above 
Kerrville. There, he, with two 
others, engaged in hunting, in a 
rather dangerously infested In­ 
dian 
territory. 
A family, 
the 
Christian W adders, lived there. 
Mr. W adder decided to go to 
the city and left the family;wife, 
mother-in-law, brother-in-law and 
a negro to take care of the place. 
The man and negro 
went 
the 
next day to cut shingles, leav­ 
ing the women alone. A band of 
Indians, on the hills, seeing the 
men leave, made a descent upon 
the home. One entered the door­ 
way before they were discovered. 
Mrs. Wachter lunged 
forward, 
knocked the savage 
down 
and 
proceeded to make her escape. 
The Indians shot two arrows into 
her back, but she escaped the 
red rn en and came to a mill \Vt 
miles away where Hartman and

from the suffering lady. Hartman 
and other scouts hurriedly went 
to the scene of the raid. They 
found the house burned and the 
charred corpse of the mother-in- 
law. Search was made for the 
Indian trail. The news of the 
raid was spread. 


The Indians retreated to the 
hills. From 
there 
they 
could 
watch the maneuvers of t h e 
white men in the valley. The 
trail was abandoned, and the men 
prepared to give burial to the 
remains of the mother-in-law. 


Mr. Hartman later returned to 
the 
New 
Fountain 
Community 
and engaged 
in stock 
raising, 
spending most of his time in cow 
camps and in the saddle. Here 
he experienced the most thril­ 
ling experiences of his life. It 
was on June ll, 1873, when he, 
Louis Hartung, Frederich Folk, 
Karl Martin and a negro named 
Henry Johnson went fifteen miles 
north of New Fountain on the 
Verde Creek after a bunch of 
beeves. They all had their Win­ 
chesters except the colored man. 


Since they saw no signs of In­ 
dians 
they 
became 
somewhat 
careless in their hunt for cattle. 
They saw people 
far 
off 
but 
paid little attention to them. A 
few head of beeves 
had been 
rounded up and Hartman, see­ 
ing some in a distance, left Carl 
Martin with the extra horses, 
the rest went on with the cattle. 


While proceeding with the herd, 
they saw several 
men 
in 
the 
distance and thought them to bo 
men from Quihi looking for their 
own. They paid no attention to 
them for they were not, in the 
least, expecting Indians. 
More 
cattle were added to the round­ 
up, Hartman saw another bunch 
and with Johnson proceeded to 
bring them in. After going about 
a half mile in a gallop, passing 
a dense thicket, they were fired 
upon with a volley of ten or more 
shots. Hartman’s horse was hit 
just behind the saddle and had 
his back broken. He fell on his 
side and pinned Hartman’s left 
leg under him. Johnson’s horse 
was also hit, but ran 300 yards 
before he fell, Johnson left his 
horse and took to the brush, but 
his horse died half a mile away. 
The Indians saw Hartman pin­ 
ned under his dead animal, and 
sure of their victim, came yel­ 
ling 
around 
him—thirteen 
in 
number, and all shooting at close 
range with rifles and six shooters. 
In their wild excitement, Hart­ 
man wasn’t hit, although, he was 
covered with dirt plowed up by 
the bullets. In spite of this bar- 
age, 
Hartman 
maintained 
his 
comoosure and kept his ‘powder 
drv” . His Winchester 
was now 
pulled from 
its 
seabberd and 
made ready for * service.
